In thirty. minutes after, the, blaze 
was ' discovered the ^opera" house was. in 
ruins, the hotel completely -ablate, 1 ' the 
saloon and residence of Nick Welter nearly 
(rone, two freight care standing'.on a side 
.track wtre burned and hopes of, conquer- 
ing the conflagration wilh the village fire 
fighting facilities were' abandoned. Ra- 
cine was asked for : assistance, 'hut before 
an engine could be made, ready word was 
received that the fire was under control,"- ' 
* Several' narrow escapes were reported 
among the show people in getting out of 
the hotel, t practically the entire troupe 
being left destitute as far as clothes were 
concerned.

A hundred and one, Including 
their leader, they had started from 
their homes; a hundred and one they 
would return.

The bowl Is 
small— In fact, only a quantity of to- 
bacco .sufficient to give the Bmoker 
two or three whiffs can be put Into It 
Then the i ashes are knocked out and 
the pipe Is carefully cleaned before It 
Is refilled. To an American this form 
of smoking seems to Involve too, much 
■work. ..A pipe Is cleaned many times 
lu the course of an afternoon. The 
Japanese word for smoking means, 
literally, "drinking tobacco."

All along both goyernmenta linvo 
promptly rejected the .suggestion .that 
they guarantee immunity, which not only 
Hulsuli but the Morocco government put 
forward, tlio. latter, foresee lug the, awk- 
ward position .the Sal l a n would be, plac- 
ed In if punishment were demanded. 

The situation differs extraordinarily 
from that which usually follows such an 
net of brigandage; Itaisult Is. now a 
prominent government ulllclal, holding 
what In the present lawless condltiou of 
Morocco amounts to absolute sovereignty 
over the numerous provinces by the war- 
like billsmen, 

There la little doubt tbnt tho Sultan, 
with an easy conscience, will -break his 
promises and revoke the patents of gov- 
ernorship granted to llaisuli nud replace 
the robber with another governor, Should 
tho hlllsmen decide tbnt Unisnll has been 
badly treated They will resist the appoint- 
ment. of a new governor and, aided by 
tho tremendous prestige of the exploit 
given him, Ralsuli, with the desperation 
of a doomed man, will hold the province! 
at, tho point of the rifle. Should the 
Fex government refuso the demand, of 
Great Britain and the United States the 
action will be an affront to the powers 
and the outcome Is obvious. 

Mr. Perdicnrls is an American . by 
birth, having been born In Trenton, N. 
J., of Greek nuecstry. Ills father was 
wealthy, having accumulated n large for- 
tune in gas stock, and the sou Inherited 
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all of this wealth. Thirty years ago he 
visited Europe and married an English 
lady, whose sou, Vnrley, has shared his 
captivity. Some years ngo.whiie visiting 
In Morocco, Tangier so captivated Pcrdi- 
caris" aristocratic and artistic tastes 
that lie determined on living there and 
he acquired a handsome castle four miles 
outside the city. Here he II veil like a 
king. Ills borne was the social center 
of Tangier and there diplomats and for- 
eign residents often gathered to enjoy 
his sumptuous ho spit a liiy. His abduc- 
tion created n profound sensation. 



SINK ANOTHER SHIP, 



Nuvul Flifht nt Port Arthur!* Wan by 
the JnpniicHC. 

Admins! Togo, reports an engagement 
at Port Arthur Inst Thursday In which 
a battleship of the Peresvlct type was 
sunk and a battleship of the Sevastopol 
type and n first class cruiser of the Diana 
type were damaged. The Japanese fleet 
was practically undamaged. Admiral 
Togo sends no details, but it is reported 
that the Port Arthur licet came out of 
the harbor on Thursday and engaged the 
Japanese fleet. 

Russia has had seven battleships at 
Part Arthur since the destruction of the 
Petrovpnvtovsk. Two of the seven — the 
Czarevitch and tho ItctvUnn — were tor- 
pedoed during Togo's first attack, on tha 
iilglit of Feb. .8. Another, the Pobcldn, 
was torpedoed the day nftcr the retro- 
pnvlovsk was sunk. This left Itussin 
four effective battleships, the Percsviet, 
the Sevastopol, the I'olttivu and the Os- 
1 labia. The Peresvlct ami tho Osllabla 
are sister ships, both being hullt from the 
same plans. They both differ notably 
from the others, and It may be assumed 
that the battleship sunk by Admiral 
Togo's lleet last Thursday was either 
the Peresvlct or the Osllnbln. The In- 
jured battleship must either have been 
the Poltava or the Sevastopol. These 
battleships formed another type la the 
Russian nnVy, ami, with tho Petropav- 
lovsk, were built from the same designs. 

Unless the cruiser Pnllnda ban -been 
repaired, tho cruiser Diana must have 
been the one referred to In Admiral 
Togo's dispatch, The Dluiiti and Ptilhuln 
■were the only cruisers of that type nt 
I'ort Arthur, The DInua was n first 
class cruiser with a displacement of 0,300 
tons. Both the Peresvlct und the Oslla- 
bla were built iu 1808. Each hud n dis- 
placement of 12,074 tons. Each was 434 
feet long and each carried thirty-two otll- 
cers and men. 

The Russian nniiy Is reported. In full 
retreat from Kiiichoit (Lval-plug). The 
two Japanese armies under Oliu and 
Kuroki have formed n junction at Kai- 
chou and are advancing northward. Tills 
retrcnt marks the collapse of Kuropat- 
kin's effort to hamper the siege of Port 
Arthur and to prevent Oku and Kuroki 
from unit lug their armies, 

Kiimpiitkin was forced to hurry south 
to save Srackclherg's shattered army 
from annihilation after Its defeat nt Vn- 
fangow. Now Kuropatkln'n position Is 
almost as desperate as was Stackelberg's 
a week ago. He can only aavc his army 
by retreat which will be almost as demor- 
alizing as a defeat.

Chairman Henry O. I'ayne,, of the 
National Committee, called the conven- 
tion to order shortly after 12 o'clock, 
The buzz of conversation throughout 
the big building ceased almost In a 
twinkling, and the convention o rose en 
mnsse while tho opening prayer* ww 
delivered by Rev, Timothy P. Frost 
At tho coocluslon of the prayer Sena- 
tor Scott, of West Virginia, presented 
Chairman Payne with a tmudsoino 
gavel. 

Mr. Payne announced; that tho na* 
tlonal committee bad selected Ellhu 
Root of New York, for temporary 
elmlrmnii of the convention, whereupon 
Mr. Root advanced and was Introduced 
amid applause. . 

As tho "keynote" of tho convention 
Mr. Root's speech was listened to with 
Intense Interest throughout. He re- 
viewed the deeds of the present admin- 
istration, embracing everything In its 
sweep frotn the Spanish war to tho Pan- 
ama Oannl, and dwelt with touching 
eloquence on tho deaths of President 
McKlnloy and . Senator Hannn. 
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for Individual scats hnd been settled, 
the other candidates for Vice Presi- 
dent had been withdrawn, and noth- 
ing remained except to make the nom- 
inating speeches and to choose the 
standard -bearers by acclamation. 

Mr. Ultt of Illinois, the only out- 
spokcu competitor of Senator Fair- 
banks, who had any chance of vic- 
tory, was withdrawn from the fight 
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at his awn request The other minor 
candidates followed suit and so the 
situation gradually settled Itself" to the 
point where only nominating speeches 
were left to occupy the attention of 
the delegates. 

Former, Governor Black of New 
York made the speech nominating The- 
odore Roosevelt for President of tho 
United States. Ho wna followed in 
seconding speeches by Senator Albert 
J. Beverldge of Indiana, George A, 
Knight of California, Harry Still well 



up the cheering orgies. With the ap- 
poarance. of the huge crnyon of the 
President there went up from the main 
floor a vocal roar that perhaps was 
never equaled In a political gathering. 
New York - led the demonstration. 
The seventy -eight delegates from 
Roosevelt' b native State started tlio 
hurrahing, but soon they were mere 
specks In the pa no ram n of fluttering 
flags and chtmorlng clans. Leaping to 
their chairs the New-Yorkers sent up 
a mighty shout and flung their silk 
flags to the breeze. It was tho signal 
for an outburst. The band had be- 
gun to piny at the outBet but its 
strains were drowned out Human 
lungs completely squelched the instru- 
ments of brass. Bedlam seemed to 
have broken loose In tho great Colise- 
um.. Women stood on tho senta In the 
galleries, shouting and screaming. Dol : 
cgntcs hugged each other. Hats Hew 
Into air and the great hall was full of 
waving banners, Then.camo tho pro- 
cession of States. Delegates wrenched 
their State, stntrdnids from tho. floor 
and paraded .up and down the aisles 
cheering,, singing ami pounding the 
floor with their staffs. Senator Cullom 
even joined the '-wild march, Alaska's 
totem poles marched lii ( crazy lines 
after New York's banners. It wna tho 
climax of the Republican convention 
of 1004, The demonstration busted 
fully twenty minutes. 

Tho nomination for tho VIco, Presi- 
dency followed the Frosldentlafnomt- 
natlon. Sennior Jonathan P. Dolllvor 
of Iowa placed Senator Fairbanks In 
nomination. He was followed in sec- 
onding speeches by Senntoi* Penrose of 
Pennsylvania, Senator Dcpow of New 
York, Senator Fornkcr of Ohio and 
former Sena bv Thomas Carter of Mon- 
tana. 

When the roll call of the States for 
the vice presidential nomination was 
begun Alabama passed her right to

Kut-h Grcnt Nnttonnl Party Asacmblr 
MiikeultH Own Ititlcs. '. "'■ .. 

Each iintlomd piiitycunventldn makes 
its owu - rules bf-^Woeedurel. Practically 
one convention -ekorclses no control over 
tho succeeding oiic. Yet iirecedenf 'gov- 
erns cveryj convention to a lnrge oxtcot. 
One 'custoin, digiilfled hy long nsuge, was 
followed for years' in the. gatherings of 
both iinrtjeH-^thc' recognition of. the right 
of the majority of. delegates : from a 
State to cuntrol the vote of the whole 
delegntiuii. Tlils is known us tlie "unit 
rule." 

The Ilenubllcnn . convention of JH70 
hbiindoned: the practice by permitting, a 
minority of the delegates from otic State 
to vote ngni*st the candidate preferred 
by the majority. The con ven tlou of 18SG 
fonnnlJy adopted u rule , that If. there 
were nny exception tukcu to the an- 
nouncement of the voteof any State tlie 
roll of, delegates from that' State should 
be called nnd the result thus obtained 
shniihl be, recorded. Thlsjiulo was 'un- 
successfully opposed '• by tlie New York- 
delegatcii who favored Gen, Grant, and 
desired that tliu nutl-Grant •' delegates 
from New York should not be allowed 
lo vote their sentiments. 

Tho Tammnny opponents of Cleveland 
lu tltc New York delegation to the Dem- 
ocratic convention of 3S84 ;tried to se- 
cure the adoption .of a rule which would 
permit them to vote ns Individuals in- 
stead of In n uidt, but failed, and tho 
unit rule still prevails In the Democratic 
convention.. 

The Democrats hare another rale, dat- 
ing from 1832, which has withstood :the 
attacks of Us opponents for seventy-two 
years. It provides that the vote of two-,.

sary to nominate. In the Uepubllean 
convention a majority snfllces.

Trie vast nud complicated transactions 
of the treasury, which for the Inst fiscal 
year show actual cash receipts of ?4,2o0,- 
200,202 and disbursements of $4,113,100,- 
414, Iiuve been conducted ' with perfect 
accuracy and fidelity nnd without the 
loss of a dollar. Under wIhg mniiage- 
nieat the fiutiuchil act of March 14, 1000, 
which embodied the wound fiunnciul prin- 
ciples of the Republican party and pro- 
vided for lhe maintenance of our cur- 
rency un the stable basis of the gold 
standard, nun wrought out beueuelnl re- 
sults. 

On (he 1st of March, 1001, when Die

JWe'hhvc at Inst reaeiieilii point wliero 
the public wealth or furor land which 
has seemed so inexhaustible Is nearly 
gone, and the problem'. of. utilizing Uie 
remainder for the building 'of" now homes , 
has become of vital importance.

eyesight in ; consequence of these acci- 
dents. Even' when only one eye Is In- 
jured tho other eye- also frequently 
becomes - affected through, sympathy, 
and blindness acorns n heavy price to 
pay for the brief pleasure obtained. 
These pistols rarely have shot or bul- 
lets Jn them, but they do hnva wad- 
ding. When this Is shot Into "a boy's 
hand It Is frequently found well burled 
b«noath. the muscles. The 'outside 
wound looks slight, and few people do 
much besides washing and tying it up. 
Quito often the hand or other part 
swells and becomes a badly poisoned 
wound. .If the sufferer, seeks good 
surgical care, as he Bhould do lnvmcr 
dlately, n cut is mado right down to 
the offending piece of wadding. After 
extraction the wound is freely washed 
with running water, ana if healing" 
results- the boy is fortunate. 

It is by no means uncommon, how- 
ever, for these wounds to cause lock- 
Jaw, and herein lies their great dan- 
ger. Two or three summers ago tho 
newspapers In tho city of Philadelphia 
collected from the hospitals n list of 
the cases which ended fatally' in this 
way, and tho result was s.ueh as to 
cause any reasonable person to won- 
der why, if parents wero not sensible 
enough to forbid the use of tbesa dan- 
gerous toys, a law was Immediately 
passed forbidding the sale of pistols 
ln.order to protect such foolish people 
from themselves. 

Grown-up people as well as children 
nre also often disfigured for life, by tho 
discharge of those toy pistols close to 
thedr. faces. The block gunpowder has 
to be picked out of* their faces, and 
frequently their eyes, bit by bit. Tho 
process Is not pleasant, .nor Improving 
us regards appearances. Any powder 
remaining is always visible as' minute 
black speeks in tho skin. — ^Ladies' 
Homo Journal.

Russians signaled the transport to 
stop, which It did.

Their raid having been successful, 
the Russians decided to return homo 
ngain, but they evidently did not wish 
to risk the straight passu ge from Ko- 
rean Btrnlts. to Vladivostok, choosing 
Instead to make an easterly detour 
along tlio const line of Nippon. Doubt- 
less the Russians hoped to fall In with 
a few stray merchantmen on their

On land there was a. considerable 
battle, which began In the neighbor- 
hood of Viifnngow, on the , railroad, 
Blxty miles north of Klnchou and 
NaiiBhan hill. On the afternoon of 
Tuesday, June 14, nt 1:10 o'clock, the 
fighting began and continued until 
dark, ■ the Japanese pushing the Rus- 
sians back for some miles. After the 
cessation of firing, under cover of dark- 
ness, a Japanese column occupied Fu- 
chnu, flanking the Russian right , 

In the morning the fighting started 
a gala. "■ The Russian general, Baron 
Stack el berg, tried to turn tbo Japa- 
nese right Hank, but at the same tlmo 
the brigade, which had been sent, to 
Fuchau during the night struck him 
on Ills right and crumpled him up. At 
the same time' the main Japanese body, 
inarching up the railroad, struck him 
In the center, and he was forced to 
retreat to ,tho northward. J The Japa- 
nese captured fourteen quick firing 
guns' nnd 1100 prisoners. The total 
Russian leases lire about 2,000, while 
the Japa acknowledge only 1,000 ensu- 
alLIcs. As nt the crossing of the Yalu 
and Nnnshnn hit), the fnto of tho day* 
was largely determined by tbo won- 
derful Japanese nrtlllcry practice. In 
'the Vnfnngow engagement the num- 
bers cngjjged were about 85,000 Rus- 
sians and 40,000 or 45,000 Japanese. • 

The Japs, on gaged in this light were 
not a 'part 'of General Ok uV second 
army, which Is concentrated around 
Port- Arthur, but wero attached to 
'General Nodzu's- third army, which 
landed some while ago at Tiikusban.

While a Russian force of 8,000 under 
Gen. Koiidratsvltch wns traversing Wn- 
fungko ravine, nine miles -'southeast of 
Ivul-Choit, It was surprised by. conceal- 
ed Japanese nrtlltcry. The -.Russlnns 
lost heavily, their casualties being 1,200 
Iu number, Gen. Kondratsvltcb extricat- 
ed his nien and led them In good order 
to nu entrenched position, A. division 
of the army under Gen. Oku occupied 
Haiung-Yno without opposition. 

The reports of the Japanese treatment 
of prisoners nnd wounded nre marked by 
extraordinary contradictions. In some 
cases the greatest kindness has been 
shown to the Russians, hut from c)so- 
whero come reports of brutality and 
worse.
